The Remains of the Late 


Vice-President 


An Immense Throng of Public and Private 
Citizens Attend the Obsequies—The 
President's Absence. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 
“Dec. 1.—The mortal 
remaing of Thomas A. Hendricks, Vice 
President of the United States, who 
died during his term of office, were con- 


veyed to the tomb to-day. The event| not 


was made memorable in many respects 
by the presence of an immense con- 
course of people from all parts of the 
pation to witness the simple rites 
which preceded the interment. One 
of the central points of attraction for 
the visiting multitudes was the modest 
home of the late Vice President, on 
Tennessee street, a plain two-story 
brick structure, facing the State building, 
now in process of construction, On 
the front door of the house 
was a black rosette, from which was 


pendent a strip of black crape, which 
constituted the only outward emblem of 
mourning. On the street in front of 


the house was gathered a large but res- | “1 


pectful crowd, which grew in nambers 
as the forenoon advanced. Among the 
floral designs the most notable was that 
of the log-cabin in which Mr. Hendricks 
was born in Ohio. It stood at the bead 
of his coffin and was the work ol a lady 
of Shelbyville, where Hendricks had 
formerly lived. It was six feet in length 
and fourin heighth. Near it stood the 
splendid banner presented during the 
nitional campaign, and containing the 
faces of President Cleveland the 
decease 
SERVICKS IN THE CATHEDRAL. 

At 9 o'clock Mrs. Hendricks took 
leave of the remains, accompanied b 
ber brother and Mra. Morgan, At 11 
o'clock the pall. bearers arrived and also 
the draped hearse and carriages for the 
final removal of the body. Thia was 
done without further leave-taking. The 
little cavalcade moved quietly with its 
military escort through the densely- 
lined streeta to the Cathedral of St. 
Paul. The casket was borne into the 
church at 12:14 o'clock. The officiating 
clergy, four in number, were Bishop 
Knickerbocker, of this diocese, Rev. 
Dr. Steingiellow, ot Montgomery, Ala., 
the first Rector of St. Paul's, and uan- 
der whose ministration Mr. Hendricks 
joimed the church, Rev. Dr. Falton, of 
St. Loni, a former rector of St. Paul's, 
and Rev. Dr. Jenckes,the present rector. 
Ia their robes of office they met the re- 
mains at the main entrance of the 
cathedral. Bishop Kauaickerbocker 
voiced the opening sentence of the 
burial service, “I am the resurrection 
and the life." He was followed by Rev. 
Drs. Stringfellow and Faltou in their 
recitation of the otber services used 
fur the dead. The casket had been 
carried and placed outside the chancel. 
The great audience stood while the im 
pressive scene was enacted. Following 
the biet came the widow leaning on the 
arm of ber brother and followed by 
other relatives, allin deep mourning. 

The clergy without respect to sect 
joined ia the obsequies, and the bells 
of all the churches a requiem. 

DISTINGUISHED PERSONS PRESENT. 

Trains on ail the railroads brought 
delegations from the National Capital 
and all the leading cities of the Uaion. 
The Cabinet was represented by the 
Secretary of State, the Secretary of 
the Interior, the Secretary of the Navy, 
the Secretary of War and the Postmas- 
ter General. The Sppreme Bench of 
the United States was represented by 
Associate Justices Matthews and 
Blatchford. The United States Senate 
and House were fully represented. The 
Governors of Indiana, Ohio Illinois 
and Kentucky were present, attended 
by their staffs and numerous State offi- 
cers. Major General Schofield was the 
only representative of the United 
States army present. Ex-President 
Ruiherford B. Hayes and William T 
Sherman were among the distinguished 
persons present. 

Kev. Dr. Jenckes delivered the eulogy 
on the late Vico-President. The bishop 
closed the services with prayera and the 
benediction. The casket was then lifted 
and borne from the church 

TO) THE CEMETERY. 

The bells of all the city churches be- 
gan to toll when the remains were 
taken from the bouse, and continued 
during the continuation of the church 
rites and while the procession was on 
its long march to Crown Hill cemetery. 
When the funeral column came within 
sight of the cemetery, a mile distant 
from Indianapolis, the Light Artillery 
began firing minute guos, which was 
continued until the hearse approac 
the grave. 


AT THE CEMETERY. 


Seenmes at the Grave-The Closing 

Kites. 
Dec. 1.—Shortiy before 
the column entered upon the final stage 
of its journey, the slect began to fall 
more sharply, accompanicd by a cold 
wind. The column entered the cem- 
etery, and winding through the thick 
gypwth of birch and maple trees the 
military division came upon a large 
open view, and approaching the Hen- 
dricks family lot, which occupies a more 
commanding view of the grounds, 
turned to the leit, and then encircled 
the tract of which the Hendricks plat 
forms a part. 

HISTORIC GROUND, 

It contains historic gronod for In- 
diana, To the east rises the marble 
shait erected to the memory of General 
Jefferson C. Davis. Immediately oppo- 
site lie the remains of Oliver P. Mor- 
ton. To the northeast another piece 
of rising ground ia dotted with the 
sitople headstones of seven hundred of 
Indiana's soldiers, who lost their lives 
on the battlefield. The Hendricks lot is 
aced with a simple column of 
isbed granite, thirty feet high and seven 
feet at the base. It was erected three 
years ago, when Mr. Hendricks was 
deemed to be in failing health. The 
lot contains the grave of Morgan Hen- 
dricks, the only child born to Mr. and 
Mrs. Hendricks, who died in his third 
year. This grave was completely em- 
bedded in flowers by friends of the sor- 
rowing widow. 

THE GRAVE. 

The grave opened to t all that 
was mortal of Thomas A. Hendricks is 
the counterpart of a mausoleum, having 
been encased completely in stone 
Looking isto the open grave,to the 
view there was only a bed of evergreen, 
smilax and cut flowers, the stone en- 
closure having been lined with these 
beantiful emblems. When the bearse 
had halted near the lot the casket was 
borne to the grave. 

THE LAST RITE4. 

The venerable Bishop Knickerbocker 
preceded it and read the verses for the 
dead, and after the lowering of the 
casket Rev. Dr. Jenckes read the com- 
wittal services, the Bishop closing with 
prayer and the benediction. Only the 
widow and ber supporters approached 
the grave, the remaining multitude 
standing apart, silent spectators. The 
bead of the funeral colamn entered the 
cemetery at 2:46 o'clock, the hearse 
reaching the grave at 2:54 o’clook, The 
closing rites at the grave were per- 
formed a few minutes after 3 o'clock. 

The procession was one hour and 
five minutes in passing a given point, 
and the rear of the colama had only 
left the business portion of the city 
few winutes before the first division 
had approached the cemetery. 


DUST TO DUST. 


Impressive Seemes in the Crown 
Mill Cemetery. 

Dec. 1.—The seoncs at 
the grave were impressive. There was 
no special restraint upoa admittance to 
the cemetery, and several hundred per- 
sons had gathered stout the grave 
before the funeral party arrived. The 
body of the procession hed disbanded in 
passing beyond the city limits, and only 
the military with the mounted csoort 
entered the cemetery. The space about

lining of green leaves and flowers. 
When she turned to the grave of her 
child, which had been made glorious 
with @ covering of smilax and flowers, 
and read in letters white his baby name 
“‘Morgie,” and on the top of the grave 
on # field of white in purple letters the 
sentence ‘“‘And a three-fold cord shall 
be broken,"’ the tender love 
which she discerned in this treat- 
ment of ber treasure by sympa- 
thetic friends, seemed to give her 
courage for the last ordeal. Her glance 
then caught the monument witb its dis- 
play of the national flag enveloping « 
life-hke portrait of her husband facing 
the grave, and sbe turned with the 
bravery of heroism to witness the last 
rites. There had been no rainfall, bat 
the sky was lowering. Just as the coffin 
was placed beside the grave there was 
a slight sprinkling of rain, causing 
many to recall thé old saying, ‘Blessed 
are the dead whom rain falls on." 

MRS. HENDRICKS'S SELF-CONTROL. 

Columbus Barracks band at this 
point played the American Hymn and 
the reading of the service followed. 
. Hendricks only leaned more 
beavily upon Mr. Morgan, resting her 
bead at last opon his shoulder, but her 
self-control was bravely maintained. 

While the service was read the Congres- 
sional committee, members of the Cabi- 
net and other distinguished visitors 
stood upon either side of the grave. 
The words of the clergy were now and 
then drowned by the sound of the min- 
ute guns, which kept firing until after 
the interment was over. When the 
cofln had been lowered into 
the vanit by four, colored as- 
sistant undertakers, and there was 
nothing remaining to be done, for the 
placing of a stone and filling of the 
gtave were to be attended to by the 
cemetery force. There was a moment's 
pause, and a silence uabroken by the 
minute gans; then Mrs. Hendricks and 
friends of the family passed by the stil!

their carriages, the people!who had 
waited so respectfully then flocked to 
the grave to get a nearer view.

It was ob- 
served that during the reading of his 
brief address his voice more than once 
failed, and when at the close he pro- 
nounced his farewell the words became 
almost a wail of grief. Tears were seen 
to startin many eyes and sobs were 
audible in different parts of the church.

RETURN OF THE CABINET.

MEXICO IN ARMS. 


A Revolution Breaks Out in 


Nuevo Leon, 


GOVERNOR SEPULVEDA DRIVEN OUT. 


Fight Between the Authorities and Revolu- 


tionists—The Country Convuised 
with a Political Storm.

San Fuawctsco, Dec. 1.—The Oall's 
Monterey, Mexico, special gives par- 
ticulars of a revolation now in progress 
in the State of Nuevo Leon, Mexico, in 
the interests of Romero Subic, Secre- 
tary of the Interior of the United Mex- 
ican States and father-in-law of Presi- 
dent Diaz.
